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Winners are Obama, Hoyer and Slots

As Greenbelt goes, so goes 
the state and the nation — at least 
this time — but not by nearly 
as much. Voters in Greenbelt, 
based on unofficial results, gave 
President-elect Barack Obama an 
overwhelming victory in this city 
with 86 percent of those voting 
supporting the Democratic can- 
didate. Springhill Lakers gave 
the Obama-Biden ticket their 
highest margin with 28 votes for 
every one for the McCain-Palin 
ticket. Greenbelt East, voting at 
Eleanor Roosevelt High School 
and Turning Point Academy, 
also gave Obama strong support 
casting over 90 percent of their 
votes for him and vice-presiden- 
tial candidate Joe Biden. Least 
Supportive, but with still a 3-1 
vote in support of Obama was 
precinct 21- 6, Greenbelt North 
End voting at Greenbelt Elemen- 
tary School. 

Republican candidate John 
McCain and running mate Sarah 
Palin were able to get only 1,027 
out of 8,202 votes cast for Presi- 
dent in Greenbelt. Ralph Nader 
garnered only 54 votes in his 
third presidential election cam- 
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Lake Elementary School. 


paign, only about one percent, 
but more than any other minor 
party candidate achieved. 

House Majority Leader Steny 
Hoyer again handily won in 
Greenbelt and in the Fifth Con- 
gressional District. Although 
the number of votes cast for him 
fell short of the number cast for 
Obama, he garnered a higher 
percentage of votes cast in his 
race (88 percent) than Obama 


Empirian Village residents vote in record numbers at the Springhill 
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did in his (86 percent). This was 
primarily due to Hoyer doing 
better at Greenbelt Elementary 
School than Obama. 

Candidates for judges and for 
member of the county Board of 
Education, all running unopposed, 
were elected easily. 

Ballot Questions 

Greenbelt voters approved the

Council and County Executive 
Hold a Wide-ranging Meeting 


The Greenbelt City Council 
held an informative and produc- 
tive stakeholder meeting with 
County Executive Jack B. John- 
son on October 29 with a fairly 
wide-ranging agenda. Probably 
because it had been long since 
council had had a chance to meet 
with Johnson, the lengthy agenda 
included recent burning issues 
and updates as well as longstand- 
ing areas of concern. 

Although some items over- 
lapped, 11 specific topics were 
on the agreed agenda: Greenbelt 
Middle School, Support for Vol- 
unteer Fire Companies, Greenbelt 
Station Development, City Oppo- 
sition to the ICC and the exten- 
sion of Kenilworth Avenue. Other 
public safety issues explored 
were landlord-tenant concerns, 
the county’s Transit Service and 
Operational Plan (TSOP), sup- 
port for the Purple Line, permit 
processing; continued investment 
in established communities and 
appreciation for past efforts and 
accomplishments. 

All five councilmembers were 
present. Accompanying Johnson 
were his Chief of Staff Michael 
Herman, Municipal Liaison Obie 
Pinckney and Special Assistant 
to the County Executive Pau- 
la Burr. Also attending were 
Tamika Bumbrey, representing 
County Councilmember Ingrid 
Turner, several representatives of 
the Greenbelt Volunteer Fire De- 
partment and Rescue Squad, Inc.

(GVFD&RS), including its Presi- 
dent Chris Fleshman and mem- 
bers Dicky Wynkoop and Kenny 
Stair. Buddy King represented the 
Prince George’s County Volunteer 
Chiefs’ Association. 

After expressing apprecia- 
tion for Johnson’s taking time 
from his busy schedule to meet 
with council, Mayor Judith Davis 
started off the agenda by thank- 
ing the county executive for the 
Gateway median improvements 
on Kenilworth Avenue, including 
the flower beds and their up- 
keep. The city also appreciated 
participating in the Homeland 
Security Summit and Economic 
Development briefings held by 
the county. 

Davis noted efforts undertaken 
by the county executive and the 
council to find a solution to the 
financial difficulties experienced 
by the Prince George’s County 
Hospital System. She expressed 
the city’s hope that these will 
succeed in maintaining and 1m- 
proving the health facility for 
county residents. 

Johnson echoed this hope and 
noted that a new seven-member 
board of county and state appoin- 
tees will be in place. They will 
review the responses received on 
Requests for Proposals and will 
select a qualified organization to 
manage the hospital system. 

Middle School 

Davis and councilmembers 

next updated Johnson on efforts 


to include construction mon- 
ey for a new Greenbelt Middle 
School (GMS). They described 
the nearly last-minute efforts by 
the city and the Board of Educa- 
tion with Councilmember Ingrid 
Turner’s help to obtain planning 
funds within the state’s Capital 
Projects Budget for a new school 
building. 

Johnson expressed apprecia- 
tion for those efforts, He said 
he will follow up by including 
in his 2010 and 2011 budget 
requests for the engineering 
and construction funding for the 
school. He was impressed with 
the community’s support for the 
new school. Council also noted 
they recently had attended the 
opening of the new “green” Vans- 
ville Elementary School. They 
hoped that GMS would also be a 
green school. 

The next agenda item involved 
longstanding and more recent 
conflicts concerning the relative 
status of the county’s paid fire- 
men and volunteer firefighters. 
The city placed the issue on the 
agenda to request support for 
the volunteer fire companies. 
Council noted it would be to 
everyone’s benefit that a resolu- 
tion be reached. 

Johnson responded that he is 
not interested in past battles; he 
is convinced, he said, that the 
volunteer firefighters represent an

Grant Program Will Help 
Make Home Modification

In a regular meeting with few 
agenda items on October 27, 
the Greenbelt City Council gave 
the go ahead to a new program 
to financially assist low-income 
seniors and disabled adults who 
need to modify their homes and 
to support yet another legislative 
effort, this time by the City of 
Bowie, to gain greater planning 
and zoning authority. The coun- 
cil also renewed the fire house 
lease for two years, enabled a 
vendor to be used to install sur- 
veillance cameras at Spellman 
Overpass, asked staff to try to 
arrange a swearing-in service 
for new citizens in the city on 
or near Greenbelt Day Weekend 
and reappointed four citizens to 
boards and committees. 

Help for Seniors 

Council unanimously autho- 
rized the city staff to proceed 
with establishing an “Acces- 
sible Greenbelt” program to help 
lower-income residents to stay 
in their homes. The costs of 
the program will be offset by a 
$40,000 Community Development 
Block Grant (CDBG). In the 
past, Greenbelt had used CDBG 


funding for street and sidewalk 
programs in neighborhoods meet- 
ing U.S. Housing and Urban De- 
velopment (HUD) income limits. 
In recent years, relatively few 
neighborhoods met those limits 
and, said City Manager Michael 
McLaughlin, the city has run 
out of qualifying public works 
projects to do in those neighbour- 
hoods. 

This year, the city was ap- 
proved for a CDBG public ser- 
vice program. Staff proposed us- 
ing the funds to provide one-time 
grants of up to $4,000 for home 
modifications to low-income se- 
niors and disabled adults. City 
residents meeting HUD criteria, 
including an annual income of 
less than $43,050 for single per- 
son households and $49,200 for 
two-person households may apply 
for these grants for improvements 
such as motorized stair lifts, wid- 
ening doorways and purchasing 
shower chairs, among others. 
The city will advance the funds, 
then seek reimbursement from 
Prince George’s County. The

ACE Meets with Local

Representatives participat- 
ed from Greenbelt, Springhill 
Lake and Magnolia Elementa- 
ry Schools, Greenbelt Middle 
School and Eleanor Roosevelt 
High School. There were no 
representatives present from Turn- 
ing Point Academy or St. Hugh’s 
School. 

Jon Gardner, ACE chair, began 
the meeting with a discussion 
of the history of the advisory 
committee and its many activi- 
ties. The ACE Reading Club 
began as an ACE program but 
is now staffed by the city. He 
announced that the club is on 
hold for this school year as Liz 
Murray, the city staff person, is 


moving to England for a year. 

Greenbelt Middle School 

The renovation/rebuilding of 
Greenbelt Middle School was 
touched on again at this meet- 
ing. However no movement has 
been made; the state has still 
not signed off on the project. 
The rebuilding of the school has 
been on the capital improvement 
plan for 20 years. There was 
discussion as to what the city 
or schools could do to try to 
get the middle school building 
program approved at the state 
level. Anne Gardner, Greenbelt 
Elementary School PTA president, 
stated that her school might send 
a petition to the state. She urged 
other schools to consider doing 
the same. 

The major discussion was how 
to get more participation in the 
PTA at many of the schools. 
Eleanor Roosevelt High School 
(ERHS) traditionally has had 
the most active of all of the lo- 
cal PTAs. Vijay Kowtha, PTA 
president, commented that they

state constitutional question to 
permit slot machine gaming at 
five locations within the state, 
none in this county. In the two 
precincts in Greenbelt Center, the 
proposal actually failed, with 53 
percent of the voters opposed to 
the idea. The Springhill Lake 
precinct, however, gave it a rous- 
ing endorsement with over 70 
percent of the votes cast there 
in support of the slots. The 
two Greenbelt East precincts 
supported the measure in pretty 
much the same ratio as unofficial 
State returns. 

Greenbelters, as with the 
rest of the county, would rather 
support education through slot 
machine gaming than by pay- 
ing more in taxes. The county 
proposal to raise the telephone 
tax was opposed by two out of 
three city voters. This measure 
received slightly stronger support 
from the Springhill Lake School 
precinct. 

There was a good deal of 
financial backing provided to 
the pro-slots and anti-telephone 
tax questions. Greenbelters 
were bombarded for days with 
robot-telephone messages. Only 
a few of these were opposed 
to slots and none were fielded 
for the tax raise. Over the past 
weekend area highways were 
covered with placards saying 
“Strengthen Schools, No New 
Taxes,” opposing the slots mea- 
sure. On Monday, state high- 
way crews were busy removing 
them. 

Other ballot questions, in- 
cluding the state question to 
approve early voting procedures 


and county questions to ap- 
prove bond issues won easily 
in Greenbelt. 

Turnout 

Surprisingly, Greenbelt voter 
turnout as a percentage of those 
registered, did not increase sig- 
nificantly, except for Precinct 
21-8 voting at. Springhill Lake 
Elementary School. In 2004, 
59 percent of registered voters 
turned out. This year, 72 per- 
cent showed up. That precinct 
no longer holds the dishonor 
for having a much lower vot- 
er turnout than the rest of the 
city. Surprisingly, precinct 21-3, 
Greenbelt Community Center, at 
71 percent turnout, achieved the 
low mark this time. Virtually 
tied for best turnout were 21-6, 
Greenbelt Elementary, and 21- 
18, Turning Point Academy, at 
76 percent. 

There were few problems 
reported at the polling plac- 
es. Long lines formed every- 
where well before the polls 
were opened but once opened, 
the lines were gone by 9 or 
10 and, in Springhill Lake, 
by noon. Those lines did not 
reappear even in the late after- 
noon, as most voters were able 
to quickly walk in, cast their 
ballot and leave with an “I 
Voted” sticker on their shirt or 
jacket. The polls closed at 8 
p.m. and most workers wrapped 
up before 11. 

However, Prince George’s 
County was one of the last ju- 
risdictions to post its election 
results on line. Its results, there- 
fore, were not available for this 
article.

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funds must be spent by December

The sample flyer provided to 
council showed a deadline for 
applications of 4 p.m., December 
30 of this year, so interested resi- 
dents should watch for program 
announcements in this newspaper, 
the city newsletter and the city 
website. Applications will be 
reviewed on a first-come first- 
served basis and applicants will 
have to provide proof of their 
gross monthly income and as- 
sets. 

Bowie Bill 

Council voted to support the 
most recent approach of county 
municipalities toward their gain- 
ing greater planning and zoning 
authorities. In 2005 a law autho- 
rized the Prince George’s County 
Council to delegate certain site 
plan-related authorities to county 
municipalities. Since that time, 
however, the county council has 
declined to pass enabling legisla- 
tion permitting any municipalities 
to take on these responsibilities. 
The municipalities have made 
several attempts to spur the coun- 
ty council to enact such legisla- 
tion, according to Assistant City 
Manager David Moran’s written 
agenda comments. Greenbelt’s 
representative on the County 
Council Ingrid Turner has told 
the city that there is no sup- 
port for such enabling legislation 
among the county councilmem- 
bers, Moran wrote. 

Attorney John Shay, Jr., sit- 
ting in for City Solicitor Robert 
Manzi, told council that munici- 
palities in all counties other than 
Prince George’s and Montgomery, 
already have independent plan- 
ning and zoning authority. 

Bowie has drafted a bill for 
consideration by the state General 
Assembly that would require the 
county council to delegate these 


authorities to municipalities that 
request them. There will be a 
public hearing on this bill on 
November 5 at 7 p.m. at Prince 
George’s Community College. 

Council voted unanimously to 
support the Bowie bill. (MC/PG 
108-09). 

Other Actions 

In other actions council: 

¢ Referred a petition request- 
ing that a pedestrian-activated 
traffic signal be installed on 
Crescent Rd at the crosswalk in 
place of the current flashing light 
near St. Hugh’s School to staff 
for evaluation and review. The 
petition had 126 signatures. 

¢ Unanimously approved add- 
ing Avrio Group to the list of 
vendors from which city staff 
are authorized to purchase goods 
and services totaling, more than 
$10,000 during the fiscal year 
without taking bids. Avrio in- 
stalled the surveillance cameras 
in Roosevelt Center and staff 
recommends that they be used 
for the cameras at the Spellman 
Overpass. 

¢ Directed staff to contact the 
U.S. Citizenship and Immigra- 
tion Services to explore incor- 
porating a swearing-in service 
for new citizens into Greenbelt 
Day weekend (possibly on the 
Friday before or Monday after to 
meet the agency’s concerns about 
weekend ceremonies). Mayor 
Davis suggested this action af- 
ter observing a similar event in 
Gaithersburg. 

¢ Renewed the fire depart- 
ment’s lease for two years at 
a cost of $10 per year plus 
the cost of utilities. 

¢ Reappointed Keith 
Chernikoff and Sheldon 
Goldberg to the Advisory Plan- 
ning Board and Bill Holland and 
Silke Pope to the Public Safety 
Advisory Committee.

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essential component for fire pro- 
tection in Prince George’s County. 
He noted that, “no one needing 
emergency medical service asks if 
you [the responder] are a county 
fireman or a volunteer. They just 
want help when they need it.” 

Because the current situa- 
tion was nearing resolution, the 
GVFD&RS representatives at the 
meeting wanted to make sure that 
any final memorandum of under- 
standing reflected the concerns of 
the volunteers. One area specifi- 
cally mentioned was a recent deci- 
sion by the county to charge the 
users of EMS (ambulance) services 
in the county a service fee for the 
emergency service. 

The rationale for this decision 
is that the patient’s health insur- 
ance and Medicare or Medicaid 
insurers reimbursed the costs for 
those services. Since the county 
had to be the “billing agent” for 
such charges and for receiving 
payment, GVFD&RS officials ex- 
pressed concern they would poten- 
tially lose those payments, which 
currently help fund supplies and 
new equipment. 

Herman, who has been in- 
volved in both the county’s new 
policy and discussions with the 
volunteers, assured GVFD&RS 
officials that the interests of vol- 
unteer companies would be pro- 
tected. Each company would 
have a special billing code, he 
said, to track payments attributed 
to their services. 

Both Johnson and King of 
the Volunteer Chief’s Association 
affirmed that that would be the 
case. King indicated that, in his 
view, all parties are working to- 
gether and having very productive 
meetings. 

Development Issues 

Several agenda items dealt ei- 
ther with development issues or 
transportation projects and involved 
some tension between longstand- 
ing Greenbelt City Council posi- 
tions and recent positions taken 
by the county executive. Davis 
and members of council expressed 
concern that a soccer stadium had 
been proposed by the county for 
the still not developed Greenbelt 
Station property. They felt the 
city should have been involved 
in any such discussions since the 
city has a binding agreement with 
the developer of Greenbelt Station 
on what is allowed under the ap- 
proved project site plan. 

Johnson took a somewhat stand- 
offish stance regarding the soccer 
stadium proposal. He indicated to 
council that he is “just a facilitator, 
not an advocate,” for development 
in the county. He noted that the 
Stadium Authority holds responsi- 
bility for all stadiums proposed for 
the state. He allowed that owners 


of the soccer team should have an 
opportunity to discuss the project 
with city officials. 

Councilmember Rodney Roberts 
took the hardest line during this 
discussion. Along with his col- 
leagues he challenged any proposal 
that considers a soccer stadium an 
appropriate use for the Metro site 
or the surrounding area. 

ICC 

Davis noted that Johnson had 
joined other county officials in a 
joint letter to the governor regard- 
ing the drastic reduction in trans- 
portation funding for local road 
projects because of the increasing 
cost for the Intercounty Connector 
(ICC). 

Johnson told council they 
should not read into that letter 
that he opposes the ICC. “I am 
a supporter of the ICC because it 
is needed (to serve) the Konterra 
development in Laurel,” he said. 
Johnson believes there will be 
a meeting with the governor on 
transportation budget issues. His 
main concern, he said, is the 
basic unfairness of cuts made to 
Prince George’s in relation to the 
treatment of other counties in the 
State. 

Purple Line 

In addition to its concern with 
the ICC and the proposed expansion 
of Kenilworth Avenue (Rte. 201) 
north to Muirkirk Road and possibly 
to connect with the eastern terminus 
of the ICC, councilmembers urged 
Johnson to support the Purple Line, 
for which funding also had been re- 
duced in deference to the ICC. The 
council’s message was that public 
transit should always be chosen 
over new roadways. 

Greenbelt also expressed con- 
cern regarding the developing 
County Transit Service and Opera- 
tion Plan (TSOP) which includes 
possible changes relating to “The 
Bus” service in Greenbelt. John- 
son noted there will likely be a 
new company taking over the op- 
eration of The Bus and investing 
additional funds in the service. 

He also shared Greenbelt’s 
concern with The Bus, he said, 
and described a new electronic 
messaging system to advise users 
of schedules and times of arrivals 
for various stops. Councilmember 
Konrad Herling briefed county 
officials on the progress of the 
Council of Governments-supported 
transportation planning grant to 
evaluate better transit connectivity 
in and around Greenbelt. 

GAIL 

After expressing appreciation 
for county efforts in the area 
of Livable Communities, Davis 
provided an outline of a recent 
Greenbelt Assistance in Living 
(GAIL) program supporting efforts 
for qualified Greenbelt residents 


to make home modifications to 
enable seniors and disabled adults 
to stay in their homes as long as 
possible. The city program re- 
cently had been awarded a Com- 
munity Development Block Grant 
to fund such improvements. 
Public Safety 

In the area of Public Safety, 
Councilmembers expressed ap- 
preciation for being included in 
the county’s new public safety 
communications system but noted 
that municipalities will likely need 
assistance in funding for new 
mobile radios to make full use of 
the system. Johnson said he was 
aware of that problem; he noted 
that he and county representatives 
recently met with the Municipal 
Police Chiefs’ Association and of- 
fered to look into the possibility 
of Homeland Security funding for 
the purchase of radios. 

Home Invasion 

Also raised in the context of 
public safety was a recent concern 
regarding the lack of communica- 
tion between county and local 
police departments, as evidenced 
by the home invasion that had 
happened in Berwyn Heights this 
past summer. Johnson noted that 
he also was looking for more 
cooperation among respective law 
enforcement agencies. He said 
he is working with the Municipal 
Police Chiefs Association on a 
new plan as well. 

Another area addressed at the 
meeting was a need for a Land- 
lord/Tenant Commission to deal 
with instances where apartment 
owners make unreasonable rent 
increases and afford tenants little 
time to act. The second is- 
sue was the city’s difficulty with 
timely processing of construction 
or renovation permits, the city has 
filed with the county for some of 
its capital projects. 

In response to the first item 
Johnson was aware of the situa- 
tion with landlord/tenant relations 
and he noted that a county judge 
agrees that consideration be given 
to reconstituting a Landlord/Tenant 
Commission. 

For the item related to the lag 
time for city permits, Johnson 
seemed to use the heightened 
pace of development activity as a 
possible excuse for the city’s not 
getting satisfactory service for its 
permits. He noted that develop- 
ment activity at Konterra, the 
University of Maryland, National 
Harbor and the University Town 
Centre kept all of the staff busy in 
the county permit office. 

In response to the city’s char- 
acterization of their permit reviews 
as moving at a “glacial “pace, 
Johnson looked to his associates 
and indicated that the city should 
see some “de-icing” in that area.
